WRECKAGE CONSUMED BY FIRE. 


Columbus Boy, Name Unknown, Will 


- Die, but Other Injuries Are of a 


Minor Character. 


Columbus, O., Sept. 28 —Every pei- 


ton on two Scioto Valley traction cars, 
save two, was injured in a head-on col- 
lision near Hooker. 22 miles south of 
Columbus 
about 7.30 ocl'oek this 


morning. The wreckage of both cars 
was completely consumed by fire that 
followed the collision resulting Irom 
the contact of the wood portions of 
the cars with the third rail, used on 
this line for motive power. It is fear- 
ed that some of the passaiigers were 
burned in .the wreckage. The collis- 
ion wa* between a southbound passen- 
ger car from Cclumfcas and a north- 
bound combination baggage and work 
car. There were eleven passengers on 
the southbound car and five on the 
northbound. All save one motorman 
sind a little girl named Hannes of In-

HAY FEYER 


Jiven Six Men 
by the Doctor, Who 


Promptly Cured Them With His 


Toxin. 


St. Paul, Minn., Sept. 28—Dr. Wil- 


liam Dunbar, formerly a resident of 
Sa. Paul, and now director of the Hy- 
gienic Institute of Hamburg, Germany, 
gave a demonstration here before the 
Commercial Club of the powers of his 
new anti-toxin for hay fever. He inoc- 
ulated six doctors with the toxin until 
they sneezed and coughed to a state 
ot strangulation, and thep injected his 
anti-toxin, which brought almcst in- 
stant relief. 
The demonstration %vas 


given under the auspices of the Ram- 
sey County Medical Asociation. 


Dr. Dunbar has discovered that the 


source of hay fever lies in the album- 
inous substance of, pollen 
of grains 


and flowers. He had with him several 
vials of toxin obtained from pollen of 
wheat .golden rod and rag weed. Fif- 
tean parts of ioxin to 1,000,000 parts 
of water is powerful enough to inocu- 
late 5,000,000 people with hay fever, 
he said. 


The men who volunteered for trial 


were Drs. Schweitzer, Renz, Sneve. 
Taylor. Berrynaier and Odendahl. Af- 
ter the inoculation with antitoxin they 
experienced no further trotiolfi iroui 
the disease. 


VIOLATION 


Of the Naturalization Laws Charged 


Against 260 Alleged Offenders 


in New York. 


New York, Sept. 28.—Charged with 


violations of the naturalization laws 
260 alleged offenders were arraigned 
'at a special session of the criminal 
branch of the United States circuit 
court. The federal grand jury also 
handed down ' 148 additional indict- 
ments in naturalization fraud cases. 
Only 150 of the accused were able to 
plead during the day's session, and 
sentence was suspended in all but five 
cases. 


Investigating Dairy Industry. 


Kansas City. Mo., Sept. 28.—Louis 


Dupont of Paris, France, was here 
making an investigation of the dairy 
industry of this country for the French 
government with especial reference to 
the practicability and advisability of 
importing American dairy cattle into 
France. He left for Albert Lea, Minn., 
to pursue- his researches, and from 
there will go into Canada, returning 
later to spend some time in Chicago.

Mobile. Ala., Sept. 28. — The Ala- 


bama river has become so low that 
it has been declared unnavigable, and 
river steamers will be laid up till a 
rise. The banks are lined with cotton 
and the low water will cause thou- 
sands of dollars loss.

New York, Sept 28—It is reported 


that with the intention 
of ruining 


the hull of the battleship Connecticut, 
which will be launched at the New 
York navy yard Thursday, some per- 
son or persons placed a!n obstruction 
on the ways. When it was placed 
there or by whom is not known, for 
it was not discovered until divers 
were sent down to make an investiga- 
tion. This investigation \vas made as 
a matter of precaution, and the naval 
officers then learned that an obstruc- 
tion had been placed on the ways that 
would have destroyed the work of 
months. 


Officers at the navy yard would not 


discuss the matter at all. and it would 
not have been known if. in addition 
to the special guard of marines, two 
watchmen had not been stationed at 
the stern of the vessel with loaded le- 
volvers and instructions to fire at any 
suspicious object in the water. 
It is 


believed that the obstruction was 
brought to the yard and placed in po- 
sition from a boat. 


As is usual before a large ship is 


launched, divers were sent down to 
see that the ways were clear. They 
went do\vn for the first time on Satur- 
day, and aince the obstruction was 
found they have been making the most 
careful examination. They will be 
sent down for the last time tomorrow 
morning before the ship is launched, 
and Naval Constructor Baxter, who 
has charge of the launching, will be 
satisfied that everything is all rigi.t 
before he gives the signal which will 
send 
the great battleship into the 


water.

GENERAL KUROPATKIN REPORTS 


Czar Reviews Troops Before Their DC- 


parture—No Meditation Expected 


—Tne Day's War News. 


St. Petersburg, Sept. 28.—The report 


published in the Lokal Anzeiger of 
Berlin that the Japanese had crossed 
the Hun river 50 miles from Mukden 
Is believed by the general staff to re- 
fer to Japanese scouting parties. 
If 


any news from the front has been re- 
ceived by the war commission it has 
not been made public. 


The movement of Japanese forces 


on the Liao river, which was reported 
in a dispatch from General Sakharoff 
to the general staff on Sept. 26, is all 
the more significant since Sianchan is 
the starting point of roads leading to 
Tie pass, Mukden and Sinmintin. The 
announcement that the Russians are 
fortifying Fakoman, 25 miles north- 
east of Mukden, shows that General 
Kuropatkiii is preparing to check the 
flanking movement on Tie pass from 
the west in case Sinmintin should 
have to be evacuated. 


A telegram received here from Ba- 


toum 
reporting that reservists are 


being transported along the Caucasian. 
coast, brings the first intimation that 
troops are being mobilized. There are 
only two army corps in the Caucasus 
and one of these has apparently been 
ordered to the far east.

The admiralty has not received any 


details of the reported sea fight off 
Aniva. at the southeastern extremity 
of Sakhalin. The Vladivostok squad- 
ron, it is understood, is* still in the 
harbor. The canonading at Aniva was 
probably a Japanese attack on block- 
ade runners. 


The entire absence of news from 


Port Arthur, it is feared, indicates a 
closer blockade there. 
Hitherto dis- 


patches from General Stoessel hava 
been coming through semi-weekly.

STOLE BANK NOTES FROM THE 


BOARDEFT'S TRUNK 


And Then Firad the House It Is Al- 


leged—Husband and Wife Are 


Bound Over. 


Hammond, Ind., Sept. 28—In order 


to mako the owner of a trunk contain- 
ing Russian bank notes 
valued at 


30.000 rubles beiieve that it was buri- 
ed instead of stolen, John Hole~tak 
and wife, of Miller Station, set fire to 
their home and burned it to the ground 
September 16, Chicago detectives-who 
were scouring the woods in search of. 
hold-up men declare. Mr. and Mrs. 
Holestak moved to Aetna, whe^e Hole- 
stak found employment in the powdef 
mills. 


On Monday Josef Lawonowsich re- 


turned to Miller's Station from his va- 
cation. He had been a boarder in the 
Holestak house and on account of his 
Russian birth they had made him. one 
of the family. In his room was a leath- 
er trunk. Before he left on his vaca- 
tion he confided to his wife that thn 
trunk was full of Rnsian bank notes 
and jewc-lry that had been bequealLed 
10 him in The line- of succession from 
an old family. During his absence it 
is alleged the HolestaJrs broke open 
the treasure che.st and fired the house. 


J.iwonowsich searched "among the 


ruins for the fastenings of his trunk, 
but in vain. He wont to Hobart and 
learned that ihe Holestaks were in 
Aetna. Pro'cnring' a search "warrant 
and a policeman their home was ran- 
sacked and some of the missing jew- 
els and bank notes were found in their 
possession. Marshal Busse arrested 
the couple and -they were incarcerated 
in Hobart. Yesterday afternoon Stite 
Attorney Bullock prosecuted them for 
grand larceny and jHdge Mnthcws 
bound them over to the Lnke Circuit 
court in Crown Point in heavy bonds.

LECTURE 


ON CHRISTIAN SCIENCE BY MR. 


BICKNELL YOUNG. 


Speaker Introduced by Attorney 
Carl 


Norpeil—An Outline of thc- 


Speaker's Address. 


A large audience assembled at

About day- 
light, between Summit Station and ^Ja- 
taskala. in Licking county, while the 
train was going at the rate of about Jo 
or 40 mile? an hour, something about 
the engine broke, which derailed the 
whole train, except toe ladies' coach. 
In an instant. Quartermaster Sergeant 
George F. Kutz, Privates Matthins Har- 
ris, Company I, Martin T. Keller, Johr 
Rader and Amos J. Smith, Company K, 
were killed and the following injured:
